E have received a fpecimen of this plant from Durham 
by favour of Mr. Robfon, and another feathered by Mr. Daw- 
fon Turner, in July 1795, on ihc fummit of a mountain near 
Caftleton, Derbyfliirc. There is no doubt of its being the 
A. alpina of Linnxus, as his defcription and numerous fpeci- 
mens prove; notwithllanding great variations to which it is 
liable in the upper leaves, which are fomecimes quite entire, or 
Ilil^tly wared, at other times furnilhcd with a few large deep 
indentatioos or lobes. 

The root is perennial, with long fibres. Stems Pimple, 
crc£l, near a foot high, dcftinice of running fcyons at the bafc, 
angular, (lightly hairy, leafy ; the pairs of leaves and the whorls 
are rather dillant, by no means crowded into a pyramid.^l form 
as in A. pjramidalii, nor arc the radical leaves (as in that fpe- 
cics) 3 or 4 times as large as thofe on the ftem, and very hairy \ 
but, on the contrary, the lower leaves arc but liittc larger than 
the others, and all very nearly fmooth, veiny, unequally toothed. 
The braclcx are fometimet quite entire, fometimes toothed j 
the uppemtoll only tinged with purple-, whereas in A. fyra- 
ailda/u, ihcy are all reddiOi.

Root fmall, branched, annual. Stems much branched, fpread- 
ing, fquarc, often rcddifti. The 6rll two or three leaves arc en- 
tire; all the reft deeply three-cleft. The whole herb hairy, rifcid, 
aronnatic, and bitter. The corolla dificrs in ftruOure from the 
genuine fpccics of Teucrium ; for the upper iip, inftcad of being 
deeply divided and divaricated, with the Itamina projecting be- 
tween its lobes, is very (hort and notched, exactly as it ou);ht 
to be in Ajuga, to which genus, called by him Bugula, it is 
therefore referred by Hallcr. Owing no implicit obedience to 
any fyftcm or laws but thofe of truth and nature, as far as they 
are difcernibte, we adopt his aheration * bccaufe we think it a 
good one. In fupport of his opinion he quotes Guctinrd, who 
indeed fays this plant is no Teucrium, but who would rcnore 
Toutnefori's genus of Chama:piiys, only calling it Iva with 
Rivinus. Tournefort's rcafon for feparating Chamspitys from 
Ajuga [his Bugula) is, that its flowers are folitary, whereas thofe 
of Ajuga are verticillated ; but this is a molt trifling and un- 
fcieniihc ditfcreuce, and not itriClly conftant. Gucitard and 
La Marck (Encycl- S'^0 fay, tJie true Ajuzas arcdillinguilhed 
from the Teucriums by not having the calyx fwelted on one 
lide as the fruit ripens. This however is not true, wicncfs A. 
alpina and pyramidalis, nor would it fignify if it were. It mull 
be acknowledged indeed, that the habit of Chamxpitys is un- 
like that of ttie Ajugas of Linnxus^ hut his Teucrium Iva,

' ▼ I T H cautious (Icps we enter upon the Englilh mints t 
which have hitherto been very imperfectly underltood, and wc 
fliail therefore be more fparing than ufusl in our quotations of 
Uritifh authors. Wc hnve lung been in expectation that the 
fubjeft would have been taken up profcficdly by fomc able prac- 
tical obfcrver. The world ftiil looks to the ingenious Mr. 
Sole of Bath, and it is hoped his obfcrvations on this difficult 
genus will not be long withheld. A complete fet of fpecimcns, 
named by himfelf, and compared by us with the Linnxan herba- 
rium, have been of great ufe ; as well as others collefted by the 
pupils of Ray and Dillenius, communicated by Sir Jofeph 
Banks. We Ihall therefore, by thefc authorities, and our own 
practical and repeated in ve (ligations, try to cftablifti each 
fpecics flep by (tep, as every one that is fo eflabliflied leflims 
thedilliculiy with the remainder. 

The Mentha now before us is very near, if not the fame, to 
what Linnxus intended for erifpa in the firll edition of Species 
Plantarum, but is not that of the fccond edition and all other 
authors, which has never yet been found in Britain. Ours is 
alfo Al. Spicata y of that firfl: edition. 

With us it is rather rare ; growing in waftc ground, gene- 
rally where there ismoillure; and lowering in Augufl and Sep- 
tember. Tliis fpecimen was gathered by the Rev. Mr. Forby, 
on the edge of an old moat at Shingham, Korfolk. We haye 
the fame colleftcd in ElTcx, by J. Waiford, Efq. In garden! 
it is often found variegated. 

The root is perennial and creeping, as ufual in this genus*

Root creeping, and throwing out long creeping horizonia) 
fhoots, ns well as one eieU fquare hairy Item, furnifhed all ibc 
way up to the flowering part with oppofitc fliorlith axillary leaf jr 
branches. Leaves on winged foot-(lalks (the bafc of the leaf 
running down them} ovate, rather pointed, fhatply ferratcd 
from near the bafc, veiny, clothed on both [lidcs with Ihon 
fcattercd hairs, and paler beneath. Flowers in axillary cluftcrg 
from many of the uppermoll leaves, forming whotls, and each 
duller is more or Icfs pedunculated. General and partial 
tlou'cr-dalks thickly covered (efpecially the fummit of the latter

JtIaVING in Tain explored (he banks of the Mcdway for 
recent sprcimens of tliis Mini, wc are obliged to make the 
best representation we fan of it from one of Rand's original 
ones, preserved, with his hand -writing annexed, in Miller's 
herbarium, and given us by Sir .1. Banks. This i!^ the very 
identiciil specimen, described in iill the places Indicated above. 
It may very possibly be a varlcly of M, hirsuta, I. 447 and 
448, but several circumstances scim to make it distinct. The 
Icavca arc narrower, more pointed or tapering nt each end, and 
more unequally sermleil. On this la-st mark Indfwl experience 
(caches us to lay little stress, ajiy more than on tlie sweet MnHI, 
like frankincense thyme, which the specimen slill retains. The 
hairs clothing the Howentalks are horizontal or slightly rr- 
curvnl, not deftpxed close to the stalk ; what inclination tbcy 
bare i.i, however, that way, so this may be merely a differcnoe 
in dr^rec of depression. The nhorls are all quite sessile. Co- 
rolla hairy in (he throat, in which the stamejis are included.

Observed by the laic Mr.Solc in com-fieMs and neglected 
cattlfus in Somersetshire. Some plants for which I am in- 
debted to his kindness having now for eleven years eniirely 
prrservcd their original appearance and characters, I think it 
right to make tins Mint known, which Mr. Borrer says is 
vi:ry common in Sussex. How far the erect stem, and 
roundish- heart thapcd, rugged, strongly serrated leaves, mav 
be thought a BufHcicnt specific distinction from arvemU, with 
which- it ugrccs in more essential points, 1 greatly douht, but 
1 leave to the judgment of others. Their permanency in a 
dry garden, under various treatment, is in their favour ; For 
the varieties of M. kirsula, and uF the spiked mints, have, 
under my obicrvalion, frequently changed according to aea- 
Rons and situations. The characters deduced fium the calyx 
and its hairs, however, prove certain ; but it does not always 
follow that two Menth<B agreeing in those, mutl otherwise 
be one species, though I have scarcely found an exception, if 
the present he not one. If lliis clue to a true knowledge of 
these difficult plants obliged me to dissent from my intelligent 
and experienced correspondent, as well as from many of the 
first botanisu, it was not without due respect to their merits. 
Mr.Solc and Mr. Pitchford were preeminent in the know- 
ledge of the various mints ; we merely differed as to some of 
ihcm being species or varieties, and mv peculiar advantages 
only cDabU-d me to correct ibeii nomeodature.

X HE wild recent specimens of this very rare plant, from 
which our drawincwas taken, were gathered July S7, 1796, 
near Middleton in Teesdale, Durham, by ihe Rev. Mr. Hit- 
riman, and Mr. Oliver surgeon, of Middleton, and sent us by 
our hberal correspondent Mr. E. Robson. Ray and Hudson 
found this Baruia iiearOrton in Westmorland, and Mr. Dickson 
first observed il in Scotland. It prefers a moist stony soil, on 
thebordersof alpine rills, or little Doggy spots in the interatice* 
of rocky precipices, flowering after the middle of sumraer, 
and soon ripcnmg its seed. 

The root is perennial and creeping. Stems from 4 to S 
inches high, erect, simple, square, clotlted from top to bottom 
with several pair of opposite sessile leaves, which are ovate or 
heart-shaped, acute, strongly serrated and veined, smooth above, 
hairy beneath; the lowermost arc very small; the uppermnsi 
coloured with purple, and out of the bosoms of these the 
flowers arise solitary, on very short flower-stalks, forming a 
terminal leafy spike. The calyx is viscid and hairy, in 4 nearly 
equal segments, tipped with purple. Corolla of a violet purple, 
thrice as lung as the calyx, compressed, clothed with glandular 
viscid hairs; the lower lip reflexed. Anthenc pramineni, very 
hairy. Style projecting beyond the stamina, with a blunl 
stigma. Capsule ovate, downy, of two valves, with a trans- 
verse partition arisinc from each.

X HE " Btately and elegant" Foxglove, as Mr. Curtis, with 
his usual taste for the genuine buauties of Nature, dcnooii- 
nates it, is most abunoaut io the nunhem and raihcr hilly 
parts of Great Britain, growing about hedges and thicJcets, on 
a dry chalky, loamy, or gravelly isoil, flowering in June anil 
July. In r^Jorfolk and Suffolk it rarely, if ever, occurs; but 
ii founii about Charlton and other parts of Kent. In gardent 
it is often cultivated, especially the white variety, which, hov- 
ever, is less handfome than the rt:d one. 

Root biennial, fibrous. Stem upright and wand-like, leafy, 
roundish, downy, 3 or 4 feet high. LeavcK alternate, on foot- 
stalks which are often winged ; the leaf itself is ovate, crcaaic, 
downy, rugged and veiny; the radical ones largest. Sptkc 
terminal, erect, simple, formed of agreat number (■omctimes 
6o) of tai^, pendulous, scentless m)wcr9, each on a thofi 
round stalfe accompanied by a bractea.

X* OR this most interesting addition to the British Flora we 
are indebted to Professor James Beattiejun. of Aberdeen, who 
discovered it in an old fir wood at Mcarns in that neighbour- 
hood, and communicated wild specimens, along with an accu- 
rate coloured drawing, to the lannean Society, June Sd, 
1793. For the disscetion of the flower only, which is a little 
magnified, we have been obliged to have recourse to a gardco 
specimen. The Lirinaa grows in dry stony mossy woods^ 
flowering in May or June ; and, as it has been found' in Swe- 
den, Germany, Switzerland, and the south of France, it seems 
wonderful that it should not long ago have been observed in 
Britain. This discovery, and some others we have of late had the 
pleasure of announcing, may encourage our domestic botanists 
to trust that the ardour and accuracy, in which they etnmeotly 
excel those of most other nations, has not yet received its full 
reward, and that further aci^uisitions still remain to be made.

JCEW penons, except the scrutinizing boUnist, observe tlus 
little plant, which occasionally occurs in muddy places where 
water has stagnated during the preceding winter. The Rev, 
Mr. Abbot sent it from Bedfordshire, flowering in the middle 
of July. 

llie root is annual, throwing out naked cylindrical prostnie 
runners, which lake root at their extremities, and form new 
plants. Leaves radical, on long foot-stalks, spatulate, smooUi, 
entire ; we have not found them involute. Flowers small, ra- 
dical, on simple fiower-stalks, which become inflezcd as the 
fruit ripens. Segments of the calyx sharp, the 9 uppcrmoM 
least deeply divided. Corolla with a swelling tube ; the limb 
in i equal segments, whitish without, red on the inside, the 4 
uppermost of which are a little inflexed.

P OUND not uiifrcqiicnlly on shrubby hills over-ntn wilh 
broom niid furze, on the ri>ots of wluch it grows parasiti- 
cally flowering in June or July. 

The stem is simple, erect, xtniijifhl, an^lor, downjr, wry 
jliicy, clothc<l with scatterrd, uprii:;ht, lanceolate, lealv 
scales ; its ba.se swelling into a buloous form, which is sUlI 
more scaly, and throws unt several radicles, by which tltr 
plant is attached to, nnd nourished from, the simib on which 
it grows, and it is to all njipearancc perennial. Flowen 
sessile, in a terminal, rather closC'set, upright spike, ibe 
whole being of a dull purplish yellow hue, clothed wttb 
rusty downiness, and soon turning altogether brown aod 
withered, in which state the plant remains a consiclenble 
time.

X HIS plant is found very copiously on various parts of 
Norfolk, on fields of clover for tbc mosf pari, tollie rooUof 
which it seems (o be attached, fiowerrng in Jaly. We 
have for above 15 years past considered it as a distinct ape- 
ries from O. major, as it unquestionably is from ramoia; 
and the geniis having of lalc been more studied and belter 
understood, several respectable Botanists have assented 1o 
our opinion, particularly (he Rev. Mr. Sutton of Nonricb, 
who has paid considerable attention to it, and who favoured 
us with this specimen last year from near Sheringhain. 

It is much $malk;r in all its parts than (lie last, and more 
purplish 1 though sometimes found entirely of a iwle 
yellow by Mr. Sutton,) and the stem is more inciinca to 
be agzuff. Bracte;e solitary. Flowers tubular, scarrely at 
all vent ri cose. Calyx -I eaves more unequally divwed^ 
though that mark is not absolutely uivariable. Upper lip 
of the Corolk undivided, at least till it splits by age or vio- 
lence; lower in lip in three segments, which are more ob. 
tuse and undulated than in O. major, the middle one beine 
larger than the rest and more or less perfecdy threc-lobra. 
The most important and permanent character, however, 
consists in the staminjt being in their lower |>arl thickly ci- 
liated with projecting liuirfl, which we have never found to 
vary, while the style on the contrary is smooth. Stigma 
purple. 

We think there can be no doubt that our O. minor 
is the O. (lore minore of Dillenius, in Ray's Synopsis, as 
above quoted, found by Mr. Rand iu Kent. Our Utc ww- 
thy friend, Mr. Jacob Raycr, observed it plentifully in tliat 
rouiity. ft seems to be the plant intendnl under iltc aainc 
rlenomination by John Bauhin, but we have some doubt of 
its being the Omhancfie prima of Tabcmte-motitanui,

X. HTS curious species of Orolanche, which ippears to be 
hitherto entirely undescribed, was discovered by John Tem- 

tleton, Esq. erowing plentifully on the basaltic rock at Cave- 
ill near Belfast^ in August 1805. We are obliged to tbat 
tentleman for a coloured drawing of it, exactly copied in our 
gure, and to Mr. Rees of Patemoster-row for spcciinens ga- 
thered at the same place by himself. Mr. Templetoti observes 
that, though there are plenty of similar situations, he never 
found the plant but in the spot above meniiuncd. 

Roots creeping on the rock, and following the ineqtialitiet 
of its surface, covered with about 5 inches of decayed rotlt 
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OROBANCHE coerulea.

^ O species of Orobanche has been less understood than 
this. We have reason to think it has been taken by many 
British Botanists for the ramosa. Linmens confouiidnl its 
synonyms with those of some other very ditfereol plants un- 
der his O lavii, the liisfory of which we may one day give 
in another place; but the species before us, which LiniMeiu 
did not know, can by no means be taken for hh la-ds, though 
Hatlcr, LnmHrck, and V'illars guessed it to be so. Jacqoin 
has described it anew by the name of piirpurra, but there ii 
another species so named in the Suppl. Plant. Ours might 
far more properly be named riolacea, but to avoid unneces- 
sary changes we call it cmrulea with Villars. It grows in 
hilly pastures on the north coast of Norfolk, flowering in 
July. A sinjrle specimen was found in 1779 by a Mr. 
Scarles near Northrepi, and several more bst year near Sber- 
itigham by Mr. W. Skrimshire of Wisbeach ; ours was ga. 
thcre<l by the Rev. Mr. Snlton at Becston, near CrooicT. 

This is in general more slender and less pubescent than 
either of die precedinf^, and ofa darker and much more bine 
iir purplish colour, lis flowers aho are longer. The brac- 
leo' lire three, one larice external and two small internal ones, 
as we ought also l» have described them in O. ramosa, t, 
184. Calyx tubular at die base, the lobes of ils laments 
nearly equal, subulate. Corolla palish violet, with an ele- 
valed downy while dividi-d palate. Upper lip ascending, 
more or less deeply Ivvo-lobca, with a notch or two betwem 
tlie segments ; lower lip of three equal ovate entire lobes, br 
uo means fringed, undulated or plaited.
